The Piflnrei Will Be Apportioned 
According to Population 
of States. 

WMhlngton, Sept. 7.— The Presi- 
dent to-day sent for Secretary Alger 
and Adjutant General Corbln, and 
alio for a list of the volunteer organ- 
izations which have not been mus- 
tered out. The conference lasted an 
hour. Later In the day the following 
" was given out at the War Depart- 
ment: 

In response to the request of the 
1 Governors of some of the Slates for 
the muster ont of their entire volun- 
teer force, the President replied in 
eubstauce as follows: 

"Answering your telegraphic re- 
quest tor the mutter out of your regi- 
ment*, I have already directed that 
100,000 of the volunteers shall be 
A mustered out of the service. This 
because in my judgment that number 
can be spared. About 100,000 will 
remaiD, as the Government now re- 
quires in Cuba, Puerto Rico and the 
Philippines a largor army than the 
regular military establishment affords. 
The muster out, like the muster in, 
will be as nearly as possible according 
to the population of the several States. 
The suggestion to muster out all of 
the volunteers from your States can 
not, therefore, be entertained. The 
Secretary of War has already inquh- 
T| € d ot the Governors of the several 
States what regiments in (heir judg- 
ment can with the least inconven- 
ience remain in the service. Their 
advice will, so far as consistent with 
the public interests, be complied 
with."

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Coucil of Mt. Sterling, 
Ky.: 

That by virtue of the power dele- 
gated to them by Section 10, Sub-Sec- 
tion 16, of the Charter for Cities of 
the Fourth Class, the Mt Sterling 
Fire Department is hereby establish- 
ed. 

Said Department shall consist of 
seventeen (17) members each of whom 
shall be a resident of said city and 
over the age of eighteen (18) years 
Said members shall be elected by the 
board of Council and shall hold their 
office subject to the will of said Board 
of Council. 

The officers of said Department 
shall be a Chief and a Secretary. Said 
officers shall,subject to the approval of 
the Board of Council.be elected by said 
Department as soon as same is or- 
ganized under this ordinance and shall 
hold their offices subject to the will of 
the Board of Council. 

The members of said Department, 
except the Chief and Secretary, shall 
receive as compensation for their ser- 
vices, payable out of the treasury of 
said city, the sum of seventy-five (75) 
cents per hour while on active duty 
but do member shall receive in excess 
of five (5) dollars for services at any 
me fire. 

The Chief of saiJ Department shall 
oceive as his compensation the sum 
of one hundred (100) dollars per year, 
payable monthly out of the treasury of 
said city. The Secretary of said De- 
partment shall roceiye as his compen- 
sation tho hum of twenty-five (25) dol- 
lars per year payable monthly out of 
the treasury of said city. 

The Chief of said Department, shall 
when it becomes necessary to fill any 
cistern or cisterns in said citv, desig- 
nate not exceeding five (6) member, 
of said Dopartmcnt for said work and 
such members shall receive as 
pensaticn therefor the same as if they 
were actually engaged at a fire. 

The Chief of t,aid Department shall, 
in addition to the duties which may 
be prescribed for him *»y the by-laws 
of said Dopaituient, preside c 
meetings of said Department, have full 
and entire coutrolover the members of 
said dopartmcnt while they are 
duty and shall countersign all bills 
that may bo presented against said 
city by said Department, 

The Secretary of said Department 
shall, in addition to the duties which 
may be prescribed by tho by-laws ot 
said Department, bo present at each 
meeting ot said Department, keep a 
full and complete record of the pro- 
ceedings of said Department and iile a 
certified copy of same with the Clerk 
of the Council when required by the 
Board of Council to do so. 

The Chief of said Department may, 
whon in his opinion it is necessary 
employ not exceeding ten (10) men to 
assist the members of said Department 
at any fire and said assistants shall re- 
ceive for the time they are actually 
engaged as such tho same compensa- 
tion as the members of said Depart- 
ment. 

The owner of the first team arriv- 
ing at the engine-house after the tiro 
alarm ii sounded ami whloh team is 
actually used in hauling the fire 
engine to and from the fire shall re- 
ceive as compensation therefor not 
exceeding five (5) dollars, the amount

The members of said Department 
shall, as »oon as practicable alter their 
election under this ordinauce, organize 
by electing from their number a Chief 
and Secretary and such other officers 
as in their opinion may bo necessary 
and eh«M pass such by-laws as may be 
ssaJSr for their government but 
ct or acts of said Department shall 
be regarded as legal or binding until 
same shall have been certified to and 
approved by the Board of Council.

An ordinance directing tho submis- 
sion to the qualified voters of the 
city of Mt. Sterling, Ky., of a prop- 
osltion of said city's incurring an 
indebtedness of Seventy-five Thou- 
sand Dollars for the purpoce ot 
building and operating a system of 
water works in said city. 

Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Council of Yt. St ir- 
ling, Ky.: 

That there be submitted to the 
qualified voters of said city the prop- 
osition whether or not said city shall 
incur an indebtedness of Seventy-five 
Thousand Dellars for the purpose of 
Bald city's building and operating a 
system of water works for the use of 
said city and its citizens, for the pur- 
pose of furnishing water to said city 
for extinguishing fires, sprinkling 
streets and other public purposes. 
Said indebtedness of Seventy-five 
Thousand Dollars to consist of bonds 
of said city, payable twenty years 
from the date of said issue, with in- 
terest at the rate of five percentum 
per annum, payable annually. 

To pay said indebtedness it will be 
required to raise annually by tax 
ation, for 20 years, the sum of Sixty- 
two Hundred Dollars, to pay the in- 
terest on said sum and provide a 
sinking fund that will be sufficient to 
extinguish said debt at maturity. 

The qualified voters of said city 
will take notice that an election will 
be held at the regular voting places in 
said city on Tuesday, November 8, 
1898, during regular election hours, 
to determine whether the above in- 
debtedness for the purposes aforesaid 
shall bo incurred.

PULL THE WEEDS. 
When the street commissioner 
has nothing else to do he could 
take his force out on the extreme 
end of some of our streets and pull 
and cut the rag weeds, and, while 
at this he could have some ditch- 
ing done. The county has set a 
copy in putting crushed stone and 
ditching Maysville street and 
think the city might do as well on 
the other streets. Weeds and 
boulders on the streets are un- 
sightly. If we had our way every 
street in the city would be put in 
extra condition and every proper- 
ty owner would be required to put 
a pavement in front of property. 
We have a bnsiness city; why not 
a beautiful city as well. There 
always something to do and the 
commissioner should keep his force 
employed. 

WHAT IS RIGHT. 
Our fights politically are within 
party lines. We have always ex- 
pected that our party would give 
us of her best and every Democrat 
should demand this. Doubtless 
our party in its wisdom has always 
intended this, but that they some- 
times err no man will question. In 
the event of a mistake there is but 
one thing to do; correct it and do it 
quickly, that no antagonistic par- 
ty can say behold the character of 
your party representative. There 
are reports in the air, they are not 
whispered, we are investigating 
them and if they prove correct, 
we shall demand of our party an- 
other — the best — for the banner 
cannot be committed with tri- 
umphal expectations to a balky 
carrier. 



Another desiring to put in a tan- 
nery, and receiving the answer to 
the question have you a water 
supply, went elsewhere. The lo- 
cating of enterprises means the 
circulation of money, the increase 
of population, the demand for 
business houses, for groceries, 
meats, everything. Of course no 
sane man would oppose water 
works. This settled, the next 
question that presents itself 
who should own and operate the 
plant, the city or outside individ- 
uals? If home, home people will 
get the work; if home, every dol- 
lar earned will be spent here 
our own people and for 
n benefit. If ( 
c plant the earnings go 
away, and we become the source 
by which outsiders get rich. 

On this question we give the 
xperience of a few who have 
made the test and who have the 
knowledge.' 

Saugerties, N. Y., 5,000 popu- 
lation, found that the private com- 
pany to whom a franchise was 
granted demanded as much for 
hydrants for fire protection as 
would pay two-thirds of the inter- 
est on the cost of the whole plant. 
The village, therefore, purchased 
the plant and is now operating it. 
The revenue from the water rents 
pays the principal as it becomes 
due, with interest, and the village 
has ample fire protection without 
cost, together with free water sup 
ply for all public purposes. 

Twelve years ago a system was 
built by a private owner at Vine- 
land, N. J., the income from 
which is now, on his own state- 
ment, $10,500 per annum. The 
actual cost of duplicating the sys- 
tem would not be more than £50,- 
000. The price demanded by the 
owner, however, is $145,000, 
while the village contemplates pur- 
chasing the plant at something 
like $127,000, believing that some- 
thing should be allowed the owner 
on account of the earning capacity 
of the plant. Seventy-seven thou- 
sand dollars seems a large amount 
for a town of 5,000 people to pay 
for the mistakes of former office 
holders, but such is the repeated 
testimony of towns endeavoring 
to gain possession of franchises 
once granted to private individ- 
uals. 

We must, therefore, conclude 
that the ownership should be in 
the city. We will have more to 
say with each succeeding issue, 
and should there be anyone of a 
different mind we would be glad 
to give their reasoning. 



WATER WORKS. 
The question to be presented 
to our people in November is 
whether or not they want water 
works, and whether or not they 
want to own the plant and allow 
the profits to return to the tax- 
payers, or that they be owned by 
outside parties and that they reap 
all profits. The first question to 
be answered by each individual 
voter is, do we really need water 
works? We imagine there are 
very few; if any, who would vote 
no to this proposition. We do 
know that no well informed man 
who values health more than the 
miser's dollars would. If Mt. 
Sterling is to move onward and 
upward we must have an abund- 
ant water supply. Not long ago 
a furniture factory wanted to lo- 
cate here; they couldn't, we had 
no water. A firm desirous of es 
tablishing a tobacco factory were 
here for the purpose of locating 
and met with the same objection.

At New Decatur the city em- 
ploys a man, a good one, not one 
hunting a job and who is a failure 
in everything he touches except 
spending his salary, but a man 
who is active, keeps in touch with 
new enterprises, watches the shift- 
ing of capital, keeps his own se- 
crets and at the proper time pre- 
sents his claims.

Mt. Sterling has advantages and 
would have greater with an abun- 
dant water supply and with the 
proper organization, the right kind 
of a man to work up interest, we 
could have as flourishing a city as 
there is anywhere in the south. 
We need a college here to receive 
the home boys and girls and those 
of us when they have finished 
the prescribed courses of their 
institutions. We need a 
handle factory, machine shops, 
cigar and tobac :o factories, pack- 
ing houses, a tannery, cob pipe 
factory, etc. With the proper, 
organization to look after new 
enterprises, a level headed well 
balanced man to do the pushing, 
we could get almost anything we 
would ask for. Mt. Sterling has 
the location and her citizens can 
do the balance if they will. Cities 
are made by united efforts. Now 
Mt. Sterling does as much busi- 
ness to the sqare foot as any city 
in the south. What would she 
do with a $50,000 pay roll?

1, 1897, the estimated per cent, of 
wheat still in hands of farmers was 
56. Estimating the damage result- 
ing from rain shows that 16 per c 
of the crop was damaged while in 
shock and stack in the western sec- 
tion, 11 per cent, was damaged in 
central section and 13 per cent, in 
eastern section. 

Tho conditions, until the last week 
of August, have been exceedingly 
vorable to preparations for the new 
crop, but stimulus of a high price or 



The corn crop will be one of the 
heaviest in yield per acre ever pro- 
duced in the State. While much of 
the acreage was planted late, tho forc- 
ing season, especially during the past 
month, has brought late corn to 1 
stage of maturity, where little appre- 
hension ef damage from frost need bo 
felt. 

On August 1st the condition for the 
State averaged 97. On September 1, 
1897, the condition was 88. 

Late corn was beginning to suffer 
for rain with the close of the moutn. 



The tobacco crop shows a marked 
improvement since August 1st, and a 
somewhst gloomy outlook on that 
date is transformed into one where 
crops of fine yield and quality figure 
extensively . 

The crop has suffered in 
with corn by overflow in bottoms. 

Cutting began as early as the 20tb. 
It is estimated that 25 per cent, of the 
crop was boused prior to September 
1st in the western section, 24 per cent, 
in the central section and 17 per cent, 
in the eastern. On September 1, 1897, 
the estimate was that 5 per cent, of 
the crop of the State was housed 
prior to September 1st. 

The Improvement in condition has 
been general in the counties compos- 
ing the central and western sections. 

For the State the average 
is 90, an improvement of 7 points 
during the month. On September 1, 
1897, tho condition for tho State was 
60. 

LIVB STOCK. 

Toe number of sheep appears to 



have decreased in the eastern and 
western sections and Increased in the 
oentral section. The eastern section 
in particular supplies the breeders of 
the central district with stock ewes, 
and this year the domand for such has 
been quite strong. 

The number of cattle of that class 
usually denominated "foeders," com- 
pared with 1897, is 85 per cent. The 
demand fur all classes of young cattle 
continues strong at good prices.

Discovery of the Borne of Bnddha. 

Far away on the border of Nopal the 
homo of Guntarna Buddha has been dis- 
covered. Buddha lived about 600 B. C. 
and was tho sou of tho rajah of Kapila- 
vastu. A pillar, inscribed by tho Em- 
peror Asoka in tho third century B. O., 
marks the city's site. The ruin's are all 
of brick and are covered with jungle 
and so extonsive that thoir explora 
will require years. The city wai 
stroyod during Buddha's lifetime, 
was a mass of ruins in A. D. 410, when 
the first Buddhist Ohinose pilgrim made 
his way there. The buildings that are 
now being excavated are older than any- 
thing known in India heretofore. — Lon- 
don Letter.

Tarke Kill British in the Island 
of Crete. 

Daring the past week there has 
been serious: trouble between Turks 
and British tn Crete. A dispatch 
says: 

A British soldier on guard at the 
Ux'offlee was suddenly stabbed in the 
back and he dropped his rifle, which 
exploded, killing a Mussulman.

Commodoro John A. Howell, who 
is just boon promoted to tho rank of 
roar admiral, is the inventor of a self 
propelling torpedo that diffors in sev- 
eral respects from the Whitehead.

For the 4 inch and 6 inch all services 
require four men to work each piece 
for the 6 inch, six men are needed, and 
for the 10, 13 and 13 inch the wine 
number. 

As nearly all our 8, 10, 12 and 18 
inch gun* are used in pairs and mount- 
ed in turrets the 13 men working them 
are protected by heavy plates of steol.

American troops at Manilla are 
kept in barracks uuder arms ready for 
action at a moment's notice to sup- 
press trouble among the natives. All 
of Aguinaldo's demands have beed re- 
fused by Gen. Otie, and he has 
warned to withdraw the insurgents 
from the trenches around Manilla by 
September 15 or take the consequent 
es. The Insurgents now control al- 
most the entire island of Luzon, oul 
side of Manilla and Cavite, but they 
torn by factions and Aguinaldo's 
control over them is weakening. 

Th? War Department has issued au 
order calliug for the names of such 
officers in the regular and volunteer 
army service as may be considered by 
their commanding officers to be entit- 
led to brevet com missions "for distin- 
guished service in the presence of tbe 
enemy." 

An order issued by the War LV 
partment directs that all commission- 
ed officers of regiments furloughed for 
sixty days shall be placed on wailing 
orders Instead of being furloughed 
like their troops.

PAY tfEES OR SUFFER 

TIPS THAT MUST BE GIVEN ON THE 
BIG OCEAN LINERS. 

The raiMil«r Who Heekn to Eva>de This 
System of Mild Blackmalltos; Baa Bla 
Lit* on Hoard Mads Miserable by the 
Employee* of the Steamship. 

The fee system Is mo.ro rigidly en- 
forced on a big passenger steamship 
than anywhere else. It is one of the 
places where servants demand their fees 
and tell yon the smoout that they think 
yon ought to give them. While the 
waiters at restaurants and hotels expect 
fees for their services and wijl hint and 
may perhaps make it embarrassing for 
yon if they are not paid they have 
not gone so far as to tell you that they 
want a fee and prescribe tho amount. 
Even porters do not do that. They come 
around, brush your coat and hat and 
run the whisk over yonr 
it is seldom that they ask you for any 
money, let alone a specified amount. 

On the passenger steamers the stew- 
ards regard thoir fees as a matter ol 
right as much as the steamship com- 
pany regards yonr passage money. It is 
possible to avoid paying the fees, as 
they are not collectable by law, but the 
passenger who does not pay them will 
have tronble in gettiug his luggage off 
the steamer, and it would be well for 
him to keep off steamers afterward 
whore any of tho servants of that boat 
are employed. 

The stewards seem to have some sort 
of fee guidebook or black list of passen- 
gers who do not give fees, so that they 
can make them suffer on future trips. 
Certain fees are regularly fixed and ex- 
pected, irrespective of the cost of the 
stateroom or the stylo in which a man 
travels, while certain other fees depend 
on the style. For an ordinaty passeuger 
there are fees to be given to the state- 
room steward, the saloon steward, the 
deck steward, the smoking room steward 
and the barber aud bath man. 

The fee to the steward who looks 
after your stateroom is about 10 shil- 
lings. The steward who waits on yon 
at the table should receive the same foe. 
The deck stewurd, for bringing you an 
occasioual drink aud looking after your 
steamer chair and rugs, expects 5 shil- 
lings, bnt be will take half a crown. 
The smoking room steward expects 5 
shillings, and if yon are in the smoking 
room a great part of tho trip he feels 
that he is entitled to as much as the 
stateroom steward or your waiter. A 
bath every day on the passage can be 
had for a 6 shilling fee. 

These rates are fixed by long oustom. 
The stewards can tell whether or not a 
man understands the rates and if he will 
pay at the end of the trip. If they do 
not think that he will, they give him 
hints from time to time until they get 
some assurance on his part that he 
recognizes the obligation of the fee sys- 
tem. If they think he will not pay, he 
will have a hard time of it. He will 
find that his stateroom is not well made 
up; that ho does not get care when he 
is seasick; that he is served last at the 
table and does not got the things that 
he ordered; that the wrong drinks and 
igars come to him in the smoking 
room, and that his steamer chair is con- 
stantly lost. The servants are as effec- 
tive as seasickness in making a man's 
trip miserable. 

These fees aro not to be paid until 
the last day of the trip Tho servants 
very speedily find out at which place a 
passenger is to get oft*. If making bis 
lirst trip, they are pretty sure to know 
It is advisable for him in that case 
to tell his stateroom steward aud his 
waiter that be will give them the regu- 
lar feo at tho end of tho trip if they 
him properly and that if they do 
not they will uot get a penny. If he 
lis them this in the proper way, he 
ill get. as good service as the man who 
well known. 

The last morning of the trip tho state- 
>oin steward comes round for his fee. 
If the iMNM-!it;er dees uot offer it, the 
steward suggests that it is customary 
• give him a fee, and that the regular 
i is half a sovereign. If anything less 
is offered him and he thinks ho can get 
■" sovereign by refusing to accept 
less, he will at once band the proffered 
back and say iu nu insolent way 
that be never takes less thuu the regu- 
lar foe. 

With many passengers, particularly 
women, this remark and the tone ex- 
tract the 10 shillings.

Not to see the gambling rooms at 
Monte Carlo by night would be to miss 
the grand show of the place. There 
not people enough in the town to make 
np the crowds that press through tbe 
big oorridor and the atrium in the even- 
ing. They come in trains from all the 
neighboring places— from Cannes, Nice, 
Ban Remo, Mentone, sometimes from as 
far as Genoa. People ride down from 
Paris, 30 hours in the rapide, just for a 
little "shy" at the tables. All outside 
is as bright as day, though chilly. 

When I set out for the casino, I came 
upon a young English couple standing 
near the big fountain, discussing some- 
thing with great earnestness. They 
were good looking, well dressed, with 
something of an air of a bridal oouple. 
What became of them at the moment I 
did not notice, and inside I stood for a 
few minutes watching the roulette ta- 
bles. Ten minutes later I went into the 
trente et quarante room and met them 
just inside the big arched doorway. 
They were on their way out Her rosy 
cheeks were rosier than before, and her 
face was wreathod in smiles. He was 
fairly radiant and looked "very fit," as 
the Londoners say. In one hand he held 
a great bundle of French notes, all 
stretched out at full length, just as they 
came from tbe tables. It took no groat 
shrewdness to see that for ten minutes 
they bad been leading active, industri- 
ous lives and had reaped the reward of 
industry and virtue and wore getting 
out of the place before they were tempt- 
ed to try again and lose. 

One elderly gentleman was at the 
moment doing tho leading business in 
that room and attracting the most at- 
tention by risking ten 1.000 franc notes 
($3,000) at every dealing of tbe cards. 
He was particularly interesting to me, 
because he was beyond doubt an Ameri- 
can. He was a fine looking man, with 
gray hair, iron gray beard, well trim- 
med, a shrewd eye that watched every 
move the dealer made, and of oourse in 
the regulation black evening olothea. 
His face showed him to be a man who 
had made his money, not inherited it. 
I think that lumber was tbe foundation 
of his fortune in the northwest some- 
where, but long enough ago to give him 
time to have the sawdust brushed out 
of his clothes, for he was very smooth 
and well groomed. Not a word was 
said around the table, so there was no 
ohauoe to hear what language he spoke. 
He was one of those men who would 
not look at all out of place leading a 
prayer meeting, but who might be de- 
pended upon for a ready revolver if be 
caught the dealer at any foul play. 

The notes came out of one of his vest 
pookots, but not carelessly. There was 
none of the usual effort to look as if 
risking $2,000 every three minutes was 
an everyday affair with him. He did 
everything with caution, always delib- 
erating over what square he should lay 
his money upon, and sometimes chang- 
ing it to some other square after he had 
laid it down. But whether he won or 
lost he showed no emotion whatever. 
Ho won oftener than he -lost while I 
watched him, putting the winnings al- 
ways into the same vest pocket. At one 
time the banker made a mistake in du- 
plicating a pile of his notes that had 
won, but this did not bring a word from 
him. His eyes wero open, and instead 
of picking np tbe pilo he moroly pushed 
it back toward the banker, whioh was 
a sufficient hiut for a recount. When 
the mistake was corrected and the miss- 
ing note supplied, he added tho pile to 
the big lump in bis pocket. 

Like almost every player around the 
trente ot quarante tables, ho was there 
strictly for businoss. It was not a few 
dollars laid on for the novelty of tho 
thing, but a deliberate speculation in 
the hope of winning. My experience of 
gambling bouses is fortunately rather 
limited, but I have seen tho big plocos 
of Saratoga and Long Branch and one 
or two in New York and some very 
largo onos iu Cuba and Mexico. Never 
have I seen such a businesslike air in 
any gambling room as thore is here. 
You may not bo wicked enough to know 
that generally a groat deal of smoking 
und drinking and some eating go with 
fashionable gambling, but that is the 
Tho sideboard is almost as neces- 
sary as tbe tables, and George and Sam- 
bo and Honry ore kopt busy carrying 
chauipaguu and cocktails to tbe thirsty 
players. This is pure business with 
"tho house, " even where these things 
are not charged for, for does not a man 
beooqae tho more reckless the more al- 
cohol ho absorbs? 
But there is none of that here. There 
no smoking in the rooms, and no 
drinks ore served at the tables. As far 
as I have aoen, thore is no place in the 
casino building where drinks can be 
had, though possibly thero may bo some 
oozy corners that I have not discovered. 
It is as much a business house as a 
wholesale dry goods store, and the 
profits are larger for the firm. This 
gives it a very cold blooded atmosphere, 
for there is uot a particle of interest in 
either of the games outside of the finan- 
cial risks involved. They are stupid 
games of doctored chance that a navvy 
oan play aswell as an 
New York Times.

Money value is 
relative not positive. Minus the coin- 
age demand, a ten dollar gold piece 
reduced to a bar is worth under five 
dollars. Plus the demand it is woith 
ten dollars. 

2. The Mexican dollar is worth in 
Mexico one hundred Mexican cents . 
Money value is relative not positive. 

A United States silver dollar m 
France or England is worth one hun- 
dred American cents, but a» silver if 
partially demonetized, tbe cost ol 
sending our silver back to the United 
States would be deducted from its 
face value. 

The silver money of our conn- 
try ttands by law on an equal footing 
with gold . By law it does not ueed 
backing" but monometallsts treat it 
as a debt payable in gold.

Nearly all of the gold is out of 
circulation .

000,000,000. Divide by your own es- 
timate of tho population to get the per 
capita. No doubt we have, at least 
72,000,000 people. 

While the debt involves the 
control of the currency, it could 
be paid if the people had the 
and wanted to pay it. The hole 
of tho debt would probably resist 
payment, even in gold, by force of 
arms. Their present policy is to force 
foreign and colouial wars so as to per- 
petuate and iucrease the debt. You 
would not be allowed to discharge 
your pan of the debt at will. Its 
holdera wish it to remain as a per- 
manent mortgage on your earnings.
